London, Feb, 16.—The innocent pro-

has been the effect of Austria’s  an- 
nouncement of the intention to con- 
struct a line running through the 
edge of Turkish territory between 


Servia and Montenegro, providing a 
short route with connecting lines 
from Central Europe to Salonoka 
With the Sultan's approval surveys 
Were quietly made and a concession 


promptly granted. Then the storm 
broke and all the chancellors in 
Wurope were preparing for trouble 


Servia first protested, pointing out 
that the line would isolate her and 
leave her commercially and politically 
at the merey of Austria. Servia ap- 
perled to St. Petersburg, and im- 
mediately Russia made a quarrel of 
her own and declared that Austria's 
move was a violation of the Balkan 
understanding, whereby each country 
has pledged iteelf to seek no advant- 
age in the near-east without consult- 
ing each other. Russia suspects ger- 
many is behind Austria's move, the 
Kaiser's ambassador in the near. 
east intending to secure.Salonika as 
virtually a German port, and the pro- 
posed line a step in that direction.

FRISCO JUNGLE IS AS 


BAD AS IN CHICAGO 


Revolting Conditions of Butchertown 
Revealed Under Federal Inspec- 


tion—Rats Gorged on Filth— 
Plague Spread by These Rodents. 
San Francisco, Feb. 17—A_ scandal 


rivalling that of the packinghouses of 
Chicago has been revealed in the San 
Francisco stock yards by the federal 
authorities sent here to fight the bu- 
bonie plague. Filth such as the fable 
of the Augean stables describes has 
been unvarthed in the “Butchertown” 
district. An accumulation of offal and 
refuse; & sewer open to the heavens 
and running its filthy course through 
very midst of the abattoirs, put- 
rid meat floating in the bay, hordes of 
rate feeding on the scraps unmolested, 
and even gnawing at the products in- 
jor market, are some of the 
sensations ancluded ino the disclosures 
made by Dr. J. C. Hurley of the fed- 
eral sanitary corps, in his report to 
Dr. Rupert Blue, the federal expert 
in charge of the situation in San Fran‘ 
cisco 
Takes Radical Measures, 

The report has been turned over by 
Dr, Blue to the citizens’ health com- 
mittee, The committee has summoned 
the wholesale butchers to meet today. 
The bytehers will be ordered to clean 
up on the instant, or the federal au- 
thorities, assisted by the local officers, 


{will take radical measures, 


The federal experts have been sec- 
retly at work for some days past, and 
so quietly have their investigations 
been made that the stock yards auth- 
orities themselves are in ignorance of 
the serutiny to which the lanes, 
slaughter houses and byways oi ‘But- 
chertown’’ have been subjected. 

Findings Against Packers. 

The findings are contained in a 
terse, searchiing report of 1,500 words 
The pages boldly state that the safety 
of San Francisco demands the instant 
co-operation of the stockyards inter- 
ests in correcting the abuses and as- 
suring to the city a wholesome sup- 
ply of meat. It makes the following 
general arraignments of ‘‘Butcher- 
town.” 

First, an inadequate sewerage ; 
ond, neglect of offal and refuse; third, 
generally unsatisfactory conditions in 
the slaughter-houses and yards; fourth 
antiquated and inadequate buildings

HOMESTEAD REGULATIONS. 

Any even numbered section of Do- 
minion Lands in Minitoba or the North- 
West. Provinces exceptping 8 and 26,. not 
reserved, may be home-steaded by any 
person the sole bead of a family, or male 
over 1 years of age, to the extont of one 
quarter section, of 160 acres, more or 
less, 

Application for homestead entry must 
be made in person by the applicant at 
a Dominion Land Agency or sub agenes 


enliy by proxy may, however, be made 
at any ageney on certain con 
ditions by the father, mother, son, 


daughter, brother or sister of an intend- 
ing homesteader, 

An application for entry or cancella- 
tion made personally at any Sub-Agent’s 
office may be wired to the Agent by the 
Sub-Agent, at the expense of the appli- 
cant, and if the land applied for is va- 
cant on receipt of the telegram such 
application is to have priority and the 
land will be held until the necessary pa- 
pers to complete the transaction are re- 
cetved by mail. 

In case of “personation” of fraud the 
applicant will forfeit all priority — of 
claim or if entry has been granted it 
will be summarily concelled, 

An application for concellation must 
be made in person. The applicant must 
be eligible for homestead entry and no 
other application will be received from 
an individual until that application has 
been disposed of, . 

Where an entry is cancelled suhse- 
quent to institution for cancellation pro- 
ceedings the applicant for cancellation 
will be entitled to prior right of entry. 

Applicant for cancellation must state 
in what particulars the homesteader is 
in default. 

A homesteader whose entry is not the 
subject of cancellation proceedings may, 
subject to the approval of Department 
relinquish it in favour of father, mother, 
son, daughter, brother or sister if eligi- 
ble, but to no one else, on filing declar- 
ation of abandonment. 

Duties.—A settler is required to per- 
form the duties under one of the follow- 
ing plans: 

(1) At least six months’ residence upon 
and cultivation of the land in each year 
during the term of three years, , 

(2) A homesteader may, if he so de 
sires, perform the required residence du- 
ties by living on farming land owned 
solely by him, not less than eighty (80) 
acres in extent, in the vicinity of his 
homestead. Joint ownership in 
will not meet this requirement. 

(3) If the father (or mother, if the the 
father is deceased) of a homesteader has 
permanent residence on farming land 
owned solely by him, not less than eighty 
(80) acres in extent, in the vicinity of 
the homestead or upon a homestead en- 
tered for by him in the vicinity, such 
homesteader may perform his own resi- 
dence duties by living with the father 
(or mother). 

(4) The term “vicinity” in the 
preceding paragraphs is defined as mean- 
ing not more than nine miles in a direct 
line, exclusive of the width of road al- 
lowances crossed in the measurement, } 

(5) A homesteader intending to per-} 
form his residence duties in accordance 
with the above while living with parents 
on farming land owned by himself 
must notify the Agent for the district 
of such intention. 

Hefore making application for patent 
the settler must give six months’ notice 
in writing to the Commissioner of Dom- 
inion Lands at Ottawa, of his intention 
to do so. 

Synopsis of Canadian Northwest Mining 
Regulations. 

Coal.—Coal mining rights may be leas- 
ed for a period of twenty-one years at 
an annual rental of $1 per acre. Not 
more than 2.560 acres shall be leased to 
one individual or company.
